Some Negotiations Between Men Who 
Will Be Active Figures in the Great

Rattery Park Hotel, Asheville, N. C.,, 
March 14.—(Specia!.)—Was the meeting of 
Vice President Stevenson and Governor Pat- 
tison, of Pennsylvania in the Battery Park 
hotel this week, entirely without design? 

And was the presence of Hon. William F. 
Harrity, chairman of the national demo- 
cratic committee, an accident? 

The genial Ed Mclkuissick, who acts the 
Part of “mine host’ so exquisitely, says 
that it was, but, as he is a man often giv- 
en to humor, it is hard eo tell what he 
means. 

Certain it is that two strange 
pieces have been thrown out of 
the dice box of politics into 
this city. and that the meeting of Steven- 
son and Pattison may mean something 
more than appears upon the surface. 

The meeting was remarkable enough for 
The Constitution to be on the ground in or- 
der to witness the delicate attentions which 
Only national statesmen know how tec be- 


stow upon each other. 
The Fashion to Rusticate. 


It is becoming quite the fashion right 
now for political conferences to be held in 
unexpected places, so tnat not only may 
the wily newspaper man be avoided, but that 
rival politicians will not know who struck 
them when the day comes. A few weeks 
ago. for instance, Dick Croker, the Tam- 
many boss, took a notion that he would like 
to see his stud in Belle Mead. After a day 
spent among his horses he was lost sight 
of. only to turn up on somebody's ranch 
down in Texas. He was followed thither 
by Bourke Cockran and toher Tammany 
and anti-Tammany bosses, who, it seems, 
wanted to settle their differences on neu- 
tral soil. Important as Croker’s Texas 
levee may prove to New York city, that 
of Stevenson may prove to the United 
States. 

It was with a broad smile that McKissick 
called upon the local press agent on Fri- 
day night, and asked him to announce that 
Vice President Stevenson and wife had ar- 
rived “‘to spend a few days of quiet.”” The 
geniality ee. Stevenson at 
once drew around him friends 


and ever since he has been

public. He has been shown through the 
Vanderbilt mansion at Biltmore, he has 
patted little children on the head and told 
them that they were destined‘to be great 
meén and women. 
The Day at Bingham Institute. 

One of the most notable of his visits was 
to Bingham Military school, a famous in- 
Stitution ouilt upon a high bluff, around 
the base of which circles the world-renown- 
ed French Broad river, and from whence 
the eye may catch a panoramic view of 
mountain chains, radiating from Mount 
Pisgah in the south to Mount Mitchell in 
the north. It was such a scene aS was cal- 
culated to make a statesman forget his 
cares, and to give a sort of fourth-of-July 
feeling to the lookers on. 

The story of Bingham school is remarka- 
ble. Established in 1793 it is now in the

first session of its sezond century. It was 
éstablished in the year stated by Rev. Wil- 
liam Bingham, a patriotic Irishman who 
had been educated for the church in the 
University of Glasgow. Upon his return to 
Ireland he became involved in the move- 
ment for Irish independence, and was com. 
pelied to seek safety and freedom in an- 
other land. His dismission from the presby- 
tery of Belfast, of which he was a mem- 
bér, is dated April 14, 1788, soon after which 
date ine sailed for America. Landing at 
Newcastle, Del., he made his way to Wil- 
mington, N. C., where he hoped to secure 
employment as a teacher. He had failed 
in this, and wac about to give up in des- 
pair, when, by a sign given in taking a 
drink of water, he was recognized as a 
Mason by some prominent citizens, who 
thereupon exerted themselves in his behalf, 
and secured for him the principalship of the 
Wilmington academy. In 179 he establish- 
ed the Bingham school. Over this institu- 
tion he presided until 1826, when he died, 
and was succeeded by his son, William 
J. Bingham, of whom it has been said that 
“itsis hardly possible that any other man 
can ‘ever again be so pre-eminent in the 
state as was Mr. Bingham in his profes- 
fion.”” He refused three hundred applica- 
tions for admission in a single year, and 


thovgh he conscientiously avoided accu-’ 


muiating money, he became, in spite of 
himself and his numerous charities, a man 
of cormparative affluence. He died in 1866, 
when his two sons, William and Robert, 
took charge of the school, the subsequent 
death of liobert leaving it exclusively to 
William, who is its present’ princi- 
pal. “nis etory of a school one hundred 
years of age, with but three teachers the 
entire time, the futher, son and grandson 
was listened to with great itmerest by Mr. 
and Mrs. Stevenson.

A curious 
expression passed over Mr. Stevenson's 
face, indicating that there was something 
unexpected in the salute. 

“I would like to shake hands with these 
young gentlemen,” he remarked to Major 
Bingham. 

Just then Major Davison stepped up, 
whom Mr. Stevenson recognized instantly. 

' “I fired your first official salute for you,” 
said Major Davidson. 

“Yes, in San Diego," quickly broke in Mr. 
Stevenson, holding the major’s hand firmly. 

“And you notice,” said the major, ‘that 
it was the presidential salute of twenty-one 
guns that T gave you just now, instead of 
the nineteen, which you got in San Diego.” 

“Ah, that is so far away—San Diego,” 
replied Mr. Stevenson evasively. “That is 


clean across the continent, but I am re- 
joiced to meet you here.” 

“Major Davison had more design than 
accident in firing the twenty-one guns,” re- 
marked one of the little group who were 
observing the incident. “He has a brother- 
in-law who was turned down by President 
Cleveland because he was too pronounced 
a democrat and was backed by the endorse- 
ment of the Tammany leaders. He would be 
glad to hear of Mr. Stevenson being pres- 
ident, for with him democratic endorse- 
ment would not be a disqualification.’’ 

The Pliuck of a Kentucky Girl. 


A walk over the grounds, with Major 
Bingham as the guide, disclosed beauties 
of scenery unrivaled in any other § land.

Three cheers were given for the vice 
president as he drove away, and the boys 
were given a holiday to jubilate in honor 
of this grandson of North Carolina. 

It is thus that the vice president has 
been passing his time; visiting ‘schools, 
opening libraries, filling the chief seat at 
feasts, and otherwise performing the role 
of “the man who wairs.” He came here 
ostensibly to rest. Well, he could not have 
found a spot mure aduiiraDly auapted 1or 
that purpose. but the duties of the vice 
president are not notably arduous and 
Washington 15 liself a aenghtiul piace tor 
repose when a man has nothing else to 
do. It is believed that Mr. Stevenson is 
not in accord with “the administration, 
that his signature to an application for 
office, while entitled to all honor, does not 
always receive it; that he is not as wel- 
come at the white house as Is John Sher- 
man, and that, so far as Illinois is con- 
cerned, the republican Gresham has the 
strongest pull on the presidential auricle. 
AnNowing for all the beauties of Battery 
Park, and they are well nigh irresistible, 
there must be some motive underlying the 
present visit.

spurs in the race for the governorship in 
Pennsylvania eleven years ago, was debated 
as one of the possible democrats for the 
presidency in 1884, but his youth was a 
legal disqualification, and he had to step 
aside.

The people 
were tired of procrastination and 
delay, and by voting for Grow 
merely meant to give expression to 
their impatience. With firm hands at the 
helm, however, and an assurance that they 


will not be trifled with, a. different result —

And Harrity Is There, Too. 


When the familiar face of Chairman Har- 
rity, of the democratic national executive 
committee, made its appearance, unan- 
nounced, either by telegram or letter, 
things began to assume a lively aspect. The 
guests of the hotel, who are leading people, 
representing almost every state in the 
union, formed in little knots in the hall-

ways, parlors, alcoves and other retreats 
and discussed the strange gathering thus 
brought about in the mountains of western 
North Carolina. Of course Stevenson could 
think of nothing less than promotion. Pat- 
tison is a young man yet, and once intro- 
duced into national politics could afford to 
bide his time. Then again it might have 
been regarded as an accident were it not 
for one thing. 

And that was—the presence of Harrity? 

The chairman of the chief committee of 
any national political party carries about 
with him an air of importance, especially 
when he is flanked by two such possibilities 
as Stevenson and Pattison. 

It is no wonder then that the courtesies 
which passed between room 124, occupied by 
Vice President Stevenson, and 203, occupied 
by Governor ‘Pattison, will be regarded 
as somewhat national in character. 
Whether the vice president and the gover- 
nor talked politics or not is net material, 
for politics are sometimes talked best when 
not talked at all. Tue two gentlemen mere- 
ly pressed the button when they shook 
hands and others may be expected to do 
the rest. 

McKissick, as the agent through whom 
this possible presidential ticket was brought 
together, has shown a wonderful adapta- 
bility as a Warwick revised to suit the 
American situation. It is hinted that it 
was he who timed the visits of the two 
Statesmen-so as to do the most good, and 
that his skill in diplomacy has already ac- 
complished more than men more prominent 
will be willing to admit. When he saw 
Stevenson and Pattison clasp hands his 
heart beat fast at the success of his first 
venture in political combination. 

A Tarheel Politician Talks.

HAS A GOOD MAJORIPY IN THE SENATE 


Cuckoos Still Threatena Veto When 
It Reaches the White House.

GOSSIP ANENT THE SENATORSHIP 


Judgo Turrmer’s Boom Causes Comment. 
Some Feeling Begins to Apprar Be- 
tween His Friends and duBignon’s. 


Washington, March 14.—(Special.)—The sil- 
ver seigniorage bill will be adopted by the 
senate at 2 o’clock tomorrow just in the 
form it passed the house. Today's vote in 
the senate practically settled the matter. 

At 2 o’clock a vote was taken on the mo- 
tion to reconsider the vote by which the 
third reading of the bill was ordered, It 
failed by a vote of 28 to 45, Six democrats 
voted for reconsideration. These are the 
only silver cuckoos left in the senate. They 
are Brice, Caffrey, McPherson, Palmer, 
Smith and Vilas. Both Georgia senators 
voted against it. 

The vote tomorrow on the passage of the 
bill will probably stand 45 to 2 in favor 
of it. 

With this large majority the best posted 
and most conservative democrats say Mr. 
Cleveland will not veto it, however much 
he may be against it. Already much pres- 
sure is being brought to bear upon the 
president to have him permit it to become 
a law. 

Democrats from all sections are anxious 
that he should do so. ‘‘Cuckoo” Tracy says 
Mr. Cleveland will veto it, but the little 
“cuckoo” stands alone in his expression. 
The president, thoughehe be bitterly opposed 
to the bill, in vetoing it would repudiate 
the acts of practically the unanimous vote 
of his party in congress. Only twenty-eight 
democrats in the house were against it, 
and but six in the senate, In signing it, 
however, the president would be deserting 
his ‘‘cuckoo birds, and rather than do 
this he may permit it to become a law 
without his signature. He did this with 
the bill to redeem trade gollars during his 
first term. 

In talking about the senatorial race, 
Judge Maddox expressed some ideas of his 
own today. 

Judge Maddox thinks it time the senate 
was brought closer to the people and that 
the senators should be made responsible 
to the people for their acts and votes. He 
thinks the people of Georgia should know 
just where the man they é@lect stands on 
all questinos, and that he should not be 
elected by personal combinations, irrespec- 
tive of his position on the financial and 
other questions dealt .w in the last 
demeeratic platform. hi Ger to-do thts, 
he thinks the people of the state should be 
given an opportunity to express themselves 
to the legislature. He thinks it would not 
be a bad idea for the convention, -which 
meets in August, to nominate a governor, 
to express itself, and it might even go so 
far as to instruct, or recommend to the 
legislature. In this way, said Judge Mad- 
dox today the people’s choice, who ever 
he might be, would be elected to the senate, 
and the people usually select a good man. 

Messrs. Tate, Livingston and Cabaniss 
look at the matter in the same light. They 
think the people should have full opportun- 
ity to exnress themselves and instruct the 
legislature. 

KVT75.000 for Savannah's Harbor. 

The house is making rapid progress with 
the sundry civil appropriation bill. Today 
the clause appropriating $975,000 for work on 
the Savannah harbor during next year, was 
adopted by practically a unanimous vote, 

Guying the Senators. 

The fact that ihe English house of com- 
mons by two majority voted to abolish the 
house of lords has caused the senate to be 
made much sport of by the average repre- 
sentative here. There is talk of abolish- 
ing the senate, jocularly it is true, by the 
great mass of members, but there are some 
members who would like to make them- 
selves talked about, and it may be thai 
some one of these will seriously introduce 
a resolution to so amend the constitution. 

One’ of these, a young member in point of 
service, and one who has no hope of ever 
getting to the senate, was talking in the 
lobby of the house today. 

“I don’t see why we should not abolish 
the senate?’ said he, gesticulating and 
wearing a serious air. “Of what use is it 
except to delay the work of the house? and, 
anyway, the senators are too far removed 
from the people. They do as they please 
and apparentby do not fear the peopie. Look 
and holding back 
our tariff bill. They are rich men and are 
always looking out for their interests in 
corporations. They even have the nerve to 
refuse to investigate their own members 
when they are charged with speculating on 
inside information. Whenever they get an 
opportunity they have no hesitancy in say- 
ing, ‘the people be ad—d.’ 

Lneven Division of Laxurtes. 

“Suppose we representatives should have 
the luxuries on this end of the capitol they 
have over there? We wouldn't dare to. 
Why, they drink apollinaris water at the 
expense of the government, while we must 
content ourselves with the muddy water 
from the Potomac. They even have an 
official barber and are shaved free, and 
God orly knows how many other luxuries 
they have. Yes, sir, I am in favor of 
abolishing the senate or evening up 
things.’’ 

After Coke's Place. 

Senator Coke, of Texas, has announced 
that he will not be a candidate for re-elec- 
tion to the senate. His term expires the 
.4th of next March. 

Texans here say his successor will be 
either Judge Culberson or Mr. Bailey. It 
Judge Culberson becOmes a candidate Mr. 
Bailey will not antagonize him. He will 
wait to step into the shoes of Senator Mills, 
whose term expires fn 1897. But if Judge 
Culberson declines to enter the race Mr. 
Bailey will, and Texans say he could easily 
be elected. Mr. Baliey, who is a young 
man, and one of the strongest in the house, 
young or old, would not seriously object to 
waiting until he can cross swords with 
Senator Mills. Senator Mills has not been 
very clever to the young Texan. Indeed 
Senator Mills is not popular with the 
He holds himself,rather 


Texas delegation. 
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above them. He does not associate with 
them, and in consequence the representa- 
tives do not feel very near or dear to him. 

The best posted representatives from the 
Lone Star State say Bailey, a8 young 4s 
he is, could beat Mills before the people of 
the state, and all of them would like to 
see the race. Judging from their expres- 
sions Mr. Bailey seems to be decidedly in 
line of promotion for the senate. 

They Charge It to duBignon. 

The friends of Judge Turner here are 
indignant at the report which has been 
printed not only here, but in quite a num- 
ber of the Georgia papers, that the Thom- 
asville caucus ‘n the interest of Mr. Tur- 
ner fof the senate, was engineered from 
Washington, and that Mr. Turner was fully 
familiar with its details before the an- 
nouncement of its action was made. They 
claim that Judge Turner knew nothing 
whatever about it until the announcement 
of the result of the meeting. They also 
charge that the effort to make it appear 
that Mr. Turner knew about it and assist- 
ed in engineering is due to the friends of 
Mr. duBignon, who, they say, have sys- 
tematically discredited the Thomasville 
meeting ever since its action in favor of 
Mr. Turner. From advices received here 
there is evidently no good feeling between 
the duBignon and Turner followings, and 
it is more than probable that the progress 
of the race of each for the senate will be 
marked by crimination and recrimination. 

Mr. duBignon has many warm friends 
among the Georgians here, and the new 
development in the senatorial situation has 
caused considerable gossip here. One of 
duBignon’s strongest admirers and closest 
friends, who is in official position here, says 
that Turner’s candidacy will have not the 
slightest effect on his race, and that duBig- 
non will make a splendid showing from 
the wire grass, notwithstanding Turner's 
candidacy. On the other hand Turner's 
friends claim that he will make a clean 
sweep of everything in south Georgia, and 
that he will be put forward as essentially 
south Georgia’s candidate and will expect 
and receive the united support of that sec- 
tion of the state. At any rate the contest 
grows interesting, and Mr. Turner’s friends 
here reckon him squarely in the race for 
the senate.

NO AGREEMENT YET 


As to When the Tariff Bill Will Be 
Reported to the Senate. 


Washington, March 14.—The senate com- 
mittee on finance failed again today to 
reach an agreement as to when the tariff 
bill should be reported to the senate. Some 
of the members expressed the opinion, how- 
ever, that it would be finally acted upon 
during the first days of next week. The 
time of the meeting was consumed in 
the discussion of several features of the 
bill which were taken up at random. 

It is understood that the debate on some 
of these points was very animated and that 
considerable feeling was displayed. The re- 
publican members criticised not only the 


rates fixed, but the construction of parts - 


of the bill, which the democrats defended. 
Objection was made to the publication of 
the proceedings of the committee, and a 
resolution pledging the members to secrecy 
was adopted. 


‘ FORGED TTY A WOMAN. 


The Genuine Signature Was Closely 
Imitated and Fooled the Bank. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 14.—(Special.)— 
From November 2ist to February 15th seven 
checks were cashed at the Fourth National 
bank, signed by Ollie St. Clair, a woman 
of the town, for a sum aggregating over 
$400, which were disclaimed by her when 
her book was balanced on the latter date. 
Without a single clue the detectives went 
to work and today arrested J. Hugh Mor- 
ton and a negro woman, Dora Goff, charged 
with the forgery. The woman confessed, 
and both are locked up. Morton is a tough 
and was sent to cash a check the St. Clair 
woman gave in payment for a diamond 
ring. He took the check and showed it to 
the woman who counterfeited the signature 
while he filled in the body of the check. 
The woman’s writing is an exact copy of 
the original, and it was the wonderful re- 
semblance that suggested to Morton the 
idea of forging these checks.

NEW YORK GOSSIP. 


Republicans Hope to Carry the State in 
the Next Election. 


WOMEN GROWING INDEPENDENT 


They Are Crowding Men Out of 
Business on Every Hand. 


MALES WILL HAVE TO WED TO LIVE 


Young Jerseymen Tie a Playmats to 4 
Stake, and Burn Himin Sport—Vas- 
quez Well Known iu Gotham. 


New York, March 13.—(Special Correspond- 
dence.)—The political situation in this state 
is all that the republicans could desire. 
The outlook is so encouraging that the con- 
test for the gubernatorial nomination has 
become very spirited, and it is now thought 
that General Tracy will secure the nomina- 
tion. The general made a good secretary 
of the navy under Harrison, and, as he has 
taken no part in factional quarrels he will 
make a very strong republican candidate. 

Wonderful changes have occurred since 
the democracy carriea the state by a large 
majority in 1892. The anti-snappers, after 
using the regular democracy to win victory 
in a presidential campaign, turned against 
it, cut its throat and the result has placed 
the legislature and a large portion of the 
executive department of the state govern- 
ment in the hands of the republicans. 

This political revolution is entirely due to 
the divisions in the democratic party, caus- 
ed by the anti-snappers.

In several instances women are presi- 
dents and directors of banks, and hold oth- 
er highly responsible positions in them. 

Natwwally, the ability of women to become 
independent and self-supporting has caus- 
ed a decrease in the marriage rate. In our 
large cities thousands of girls are educat- 
ing themselves for a business carecr. Many 
of them earn large salaries, and they make 
it a point to save money and invest it so 
that they will have something to fall back 
on when they are too old to work. They 
like their freedom, and they love to make 
money and handle it. They regard mar- 
riage as a lottery and prefer independence 
to the risk of a partnership with a man 
who may turn out to be an utter failure in 
life. 

The young men of the country will have 
to accept the situation, and make the best 
of it. If they have to leave the stores, 
counting rooms and other easy places, and 
go to the field, the factory and the forge, it 
will be so much the better. 

Give the women a chance. Stout young 
men have no business crowding them out 
of the light employments. 

Burned at the Stake. 

Over in Camden, New Jersey, yesterday, 
the youngsters had a big time. Fifteen or 
twenty boys were playing Indians. A 
young fellow named Eldridge seems to have 
been the controlling spirit, and when the 
boys captured Raney, who acted the part 
of a pale-face, the fun began in earnest.

It was Vasquez who was employed by 
Lawyer W. C. Paine to go to the City of 
Mexico to get telephone concessions, a serv- 
ice for which he was paid 4,00. He failed 
in his mission, and Mr. Paine tried to recall 
him, but Vasquez would not come back to 
New York. He remained in Mexico for 
nearly a year, and then returned and coolly 
entered suit against the lawyer for $8,0vv. 
Judgment~ was taken by default, because 
the defendant, not having been summoned, 
failed to appear. As soon as he learned’ 
what had happened Mr. Paine made an in- 
vestigation, and found that the man who it 
was alleged had served the process on him 
was an inmate of Sing Sing prison, and had 
never served any papers On lany person in- 
terested in the suit. The facts were so 
plain that the judgment was at once set 
aside by the court. Vasquez demanded $500 
from Paine one day and threatened to shoot 
if the money was not forthcoming instant- 
ly. The manner with which he was kicked 
into the middle of Broadway is said to have 
been with kinetographic rapidity. 

“Vasquez is a man of. considerable 
shrewdness,’’ said Mr. Paine this morning, 
“but utterly without heart. His action sev- 
eral months ago in ordering the execution 
of 160 men was thoroughly characteristic of 
him. Not possessing sufficient courage te 
cope with a situation diplomatically, he 
takes the most brutal methods of carrying 
his point. The only thing that surprises me 
is that he wasn’t killed long ago down there 
in Honduras. It surprised me on Thursday 
when I read in the newspapers that Vas- 
quez had seized $2,000,000 and had got away 
with it successfully. It’s a big amount of 
money for a man to have, who less than 
two years ago was glad to borrow a dpliar 
bill. 1 don’t think Vasquez will ever come 
to New York again ” 

Desperate Poverty. et 

In a little hove) in the shadow of Brook- 
lyn bridge, an evangelist found, the other 
day, a poor woman in a garret making 
overalls at 4 cents a pair. By her side sat 
a pinch-faced child of four years, who, by 
sewing buttons on the overalls, enabled her 
mother to earn $3.75 a week, working four- 
teen hours a day, for Seven days. 

When the evangelist to!’ tha.d@eman 
trust In God she turned imoneiim flercel: 
and, as quoted by a city paper, exclaimed, 
“God! Why do you preach to me of God? 
I tell you there is no God for the poor—no 
heaven. There is no hell except this life. 
No devil except the men who grind the lives 
of women and children into dollars and 
cents.”’ 

The’ city missionaries who work among 
the poor are disheartened. They say that 
it is hard to convert people who are out of 
work and on the verge of starvation. 

Such conditions are dangerous. They 
threaten peace and order and the very ex- 
istence of society. American wage-work- 
ers have always been accustomed to em- 
ployment at living wages, and 
if we adopt a financial system that will 


place them on a level with the pauper labor 
of Europe there will be trouble. 


It will be a sad day for this country should 
the desperate poor turn their backs on God, 


and array themselves against society, pre-— 


ferring to be shot down, rather than to die 
by slow starvation, as they have done in 
other countries, 

If some of our leading goldbugs would 
so among the unemployed masses in the 
cities, see their condition, and overhear their 
talk, they would leave their Wall street 
offices and go to Washington and demand 
the abandonment of the single gold standard 
and currency contraction policy. ,

There 
is no idle money in the treasury of the 
United States. There has been no idle sil- 
ver money in the treasury except that 
which lies benind the treasury notes, to 
the extent of $25,000,000. The statement 
made here by a member of the committee 
on finance (Mr. Sherman) and sent broad- 
cast to the world that we have a hoard of 
$3641,000,000 of idle silver money in the treas- 
ury is unworthy a place in this senate. It is 
absolutely untrue, and is known to be un- 
true by every member of this body. And 
yet that is the kind of food that is fed to 
the people by those who put this country 
on the gold standard, and who are not sat- 
isfied with having destroyed the industries 
of the country, but are now attempting to 
disgrace Us ag senators by showing that we 
are supporting a bill infamous in its char- 
acter, and by misrepresenting the facts to 
the people of the world. This debate is 
most unfair as debate has always been on 
the part of men who advocate the gold 
standard. It has been unfair in many re- 
spects. It is unfair, or else it lacks intelli- 
gence; and frequently it is unfair and lacks 
in intelligence also. Every dollar of silver 
money that has been coined is doing money 
duty and is doing it with infinitely m6re po- 
tency and power than any gold money that 
is in circulation in the United States. A 
more unfair and untruthful statement could 
not have been made.” 

Could Not Be Worse. 

Mr. Teller wene on to say that he would 
not consider it a very great disaster if the 
country were on a silver basis.

eight miles west southwest of Rio Janeiro, 
with the warships Aquidiban and Republi- 
ca. It is not thought that he will attempt 
to hold out longer, but that he will sur- 
render to the government. 

Da Gama on the Magon. 

Rio Janeiro, Marchel4.—(Copyrighted 1894 
by the Associated Press.)—The insurgent 
forces it now appears deserted Villegainon 
and the ships on Monday night, leaving 
the flags fiying and took refuge on the 
islands of Enchadas and Paqueta. There 
was not a soul on board the rebel ships 
during the bombardment yesterday.

Salutes were fired this morning. The 
streets are crowded and every one is Keep- 
ing a holiday. 

From Minister Thompson. 

Washington,’ March 14.—The following 
cablegram from Minister Thompson, at 
Rio, was received at the state department 
late this afternoon: 

“Rio, March 14.—Secretary of State, 
Washington: The operations were directed 
by the president from the marine arsenal 
on the water frof&t. At 3:30 o’clock yester- 
day flags of truce were hoisted on Encha- 
Gas island. The president sent immeniately 
and ascertained that the whole force of the 
insurgents were there, with the exception 
of the officers, who had taken refuge on 
the French. Portugese and English men-of- 
A surgeon alone remained with the 
forces. Da Gama had left on the French 
cruises Magon. About 6o'clock the govern- 
ment fleet entered the-bay, led by the Nic- 
theroy, and anchored in front of the city. 

“The rebel war vessels and Fort Ville- 
gaignon and Cobras island had been aban-

It was because no French- 
man ever dared to stand up in a legislative 
body of that country and declare that the 
mcney of the country was not good money. 
It was left for this country alone to have 
its legislative members to repudiate the 
government money. Since 1878 there had 
been a continued attempt by the treasury 
department to depreciate the silver money 
of the country. All the great commercial 
and banking agencies of the country, led or 
supported by the great metropolitan press, 
had been endeavoring to make the peopie 
believe that silver was unfit for money, and 
it would not discharge money duty. ‘The 
senators from Ohio, Wisconsin and Oregon, 
Messrs. Sherman, Vilas and Dolph, had told 
the senate that the American silver dollar 
was a 45-cent aoilar. 

“But,” Mr. Teller asked, “has it anywhere 
failed to buy 100 cents worth of anything 
which anybody has to sell? it is'true that, 
measured in gold, it will only bring 45 cents; 
but, measured in commodities, it will buy 
60 per cent more or wheat, of corn, and of 
cotton than it did in 1872. it is a dollar 
which is as good as gold.”

Lexington, Ky., March 14.—Last evening, 
at the Lexington opera house, what promi- 
ses. to be the hottest congressional cam- 
paign in the Ashland district since 1878 was 
inaugurated in a speech from the Hon 
William C. Owens, of ‘Scott county.” Owens 
was the first to enter the race against Con- 
gressman Breckinridge, and is the first to 
open up the fierce battke for the seat in 
congress now occupied by the defendant 
in the celebrated breach of promise suit.

Mr. Morse Withdraws His Amendment. 
River Appropriation Discussed. 


Washington, March 14.—The house, after 
some unimportant preliminary proceedings, 
resolved itself into the committee of the 
whole upon the sundry civil appropriation 
bill, Mr. Lester, of Georgia, in the chair. 

Mr. Morse withdrew his amendment, 
which was pending yesterday at adjourn- 
ment, to strike out the appropriation for 
the interstate commerce committee. In 
regard to a statement made in an anony- 
mous letter received by Mr. Wise, of Vir- 
ginia, that Mr. Morse represented neither 
his own state or any other in his opposi- 
tion to the amendment, Mr. Morse sent to 
the clerk’s desk and had read a number of 
editorial expressions from the papers of 
Massachusetts and other states declaring 
against the law. 

When the paragraph was reported making 
appropriation for the Missouri river com- 
mission, Mr. Broderick, of Kansas, asked 
that it be passed over for the present. 

Mr. Wilson, of Washington, asked whether 
or not if that was done an opportunity 
would be given to discuss the general ques- 
tion of these commissions and the contract 
systems under them. He thought this 
would be just as good a time as any to stop 
and dissect this policy. He said the work 
that had been done on the Mississjppi river 
for forty years past was to the prejudice | 
of improvements in other parts of the 
country. Many millions had been and were 
being appropriated for this river below the 
Ohio, but when he went before the commit- 
tee on appropriations for improvement in his 
part of the country he was told there was 
no money. For one he said he was tired 
of it. 

Mr. Wilson's remarks were made in the 
midst of a continual rapping of the chair- 
man’s gavel and an interested throng of 
auditors gathered about him as he stood 
about the center aisle talking against the 
efforts of the chairman to keep him in 
order. 

Before the paragranh was passed, which 
was finally agreed to, Mr. Dingley, of 
Maine, called the attention of the committee 
to the discrimination worked in favor of 
certain improvements by this system of 
contracts.

Wallace, through his assistant, the negro 
detective, was informed of this and planned 
counter action, Himself, the negro detec- 


tive and six of Mr. Walker's friends, includ- 
ing Mr. Walker, laid a scheme, which had 
it worked successfully, would have resulted 
im the arrest of the three negroes, but un- 
fortunateiy culminated in the death of 
Mr. Wallace.

Paris, March 12.—(Special Cable.)—Recent 
events in France and the foreign pvoiicy 
of the republic have drawn the atiention of 
the public to President Carnot. His term 
of office expires in November and it is 
probable that the election for the next 
president will take place in the latter half 
of Octobér. There are now four candidates 
for the presidency—Carnot, Casimir-Perier, 
Charles Dupuy and Waldeck Rousseau. 
Perier and Dupuy will be appointed by 
the radicals and supported by the independ- 
ent deputies of whom those whose sympa- 
thies are with the right will vote fcr 
Casimir-Perier, while those who incline to 
the left will support Dupuy. Carnot, al- 
though he is a moderate in politics, will 
be supported by the radicals, just as he 
was in 1887, when Clemenceau and his fol- 
lowing voted for him in order to defeat 
Jules Ferry. 

Carnot, personally, does not wish to be 
reyelected, but Mme. Carnot wishes very 
much to remain at the Elysee. She is also 
y much frightened about the life of her 
hyasband, for a number of letters from an- 
rchists have been received which threaten 
to kill him as soon as he is deprived of 
the protection of the police, who now watch 
over his safety. The Gambettists or op- 
portunists, of whom there are’ about 170 in 
the chamber and senate, will vote for M. 
Waldeck Rousseau, the old friend of Gam- 
betta, and the celebrated lawyer who for 
some time past has withdrawn from polit- 
ical life. Thus far Waldeck Rousseau has 
declined to be regarded as a candidate 
but it is quite within the range of Dossi- 
bility that he would accept the ofan 3

A Bit of Washington Gossip. 

According to Washington gossip, the 
secretary of the interior is exceedingly 
anxious to control the politics of his own 
state, his ambition in this respect being 
based on the theory held at the capital 
that a cabinet officer ought to be pow- 
erful enough at home to have all his 
plans and schemes promptly carried 
out. 

Washington gossip also credits the sec- 
retary of the interior with an earnest 
desire to see a goldbug senator elected 
from Georgia to succeed Senator Col- 
quitt, 

We do not know whether to credit 
Washington gossip or not. It is a rat- 
tling affair at the capital, running from 
hotel to boarding house and making it- 
self heard as loudly if not as sweetly as 
the street pianos that go rolling about 
from corner to corner. Yet it is not to be 
denied that Washington gossip some- 
times hits on a fact, and it may have 
done so in the case of the secretary of 
the interior. 

Somehow or other it has ceased to be 
popular for a member of the cabinet to 
exercise much influence in his own state. 
In the old days, when cabinets were 
made up of distinguished statesmen, 
men who had made a record in the ser- 
vice of the people, a cabinet officer not 
only had great influence in his own 
state, but in the party and in the whole 
country. This influence was not based 
on the fact that he was a member of 
the cabinet, but on the fact that he had 
a large and an enthusiastic following 
among the people. As instances of this 
it is only necessary to mention the names 
of William H. Crawford and Howell 
Cobb, of Georgia, who were called to 
cabinet positions not as a reward for 
their party or personal services, but to 
give strength and popularity to the ad- 
ministration. 

In these latter days, however, a cab- 
inet officer is neither expected or re- 
quired to give strength to an adminis- 
tration, nor is it desirable that he should 
be immensely popular in his own state 
or able to control its politics. 

We do not believe that Mr. Carlisle, 
since he has succumbed to the pressure 
of events and devoted himself to carry- 
ing out the financial policy of John 
Sherman, could in fairness be expected 
to control the politics of Kentucky. Yet 
Secretary Carlisle is the only man in the 
cabinet who has achieved any degree of 
widespread popularity in the democratic 
party before having been called to the 
cabinet. 

Mr. Gresham was at one time fairly 
popular with the republicans of Indiana 
—jindeed, he vaguely figured, not so very 
Jong ago, as a candidate for the republi- 
can nomination for president; but he 
could not be expected to control anybody 
in his state. Secretary Herbert makes 
no pretensions and is one of only about 
a half dozen goldbugs in Alabama. He 
would not undertake to control anybody 
in his state. Mr. J. Sterling Morton was 
recently hanged in effigy at his home in 
Nebraska by a democratic club, and 
while he succeeded in “fixing” one dem- 
ocratic convention, the result of the ef- 
fort would cause him to hesitate a long 
time before trying the experiment on the 
same line again. 

We mention these facts to show that it 
is neither popular nor fashionable in 
these days for a cabinet officer to be in 
strict touch with the people of his state. 
He may be a republican, or a mugwump, 
or he may regard himself as a democrat; 
but he must be a goldbug. That is about 
the only requirement. He may be popu- 
lar or unpopular; but if he be willing 
to endorse the financial doctrines of John 
Sherman and ready to repudiate the 
financial pledges of the,democratic plat- 
form, he has the necessary qualifications 
for a cabinet position. 

We have no doubt the secretary of 
the interior would like to be instrumental 
in selecting a goldbug to succeed Senator 


Colquitt, and he may conclude to under-

This Is Progress. 

Tn 1880 the south had 161 cotton mills 
one 667,854 spindles. In 1890-there were 
265 mills with 1,766,568 spindles, and 
in January, 1894, there were 405 wills 
With 2,774,087 spindles and 62,427 looms. 

A recent summary gives the following 
fizures:

In 1880 the 667,754 spindles and 14,323 looms 
of the south consumed 233,886 bales of her 
great staple crop; in 1890 the 1,712,930 spin- 
dles and 39,231 looms of the south consumed 
573,844 bales of cotton; in 1893 the 2,550,000 
Spindles and 54,000 looms consumed 743,848 
bales of the south’s great staple crop; the 
ratio of increase of 2,277,087 spindles and the 
62,427 looms of the south will doubtless show 
a corresponding increase in the home con- 
Sumption of the southern Staple by the 
Southern mills, so that by the end of the 
current year there will be consumed approx- 
imately 12% per cent of the entire cotton 
crop of the south by southern mills. 


List year the dividends of the south- 
ern mills ranged from 6 per cent to 20 
per cent, the majority running between 
10 and 20 per cent. 

In the past artificial conditions have 
built up cotton manufatturing in New 
England and in Europe, and the south 
does only one-thirtieth part of the spin- 
ning business of the world, although she 
produces more than 60 per cent of the 
cotton crop of the world. But we have 
reached the point where artificial condi- 
tions can no longer maintain cotton mills 
profitably, thousands of miles away from 
the region in which the raw material 
is produced. There is now no reason 
why southern cotton should go to 
Massachusetts and to England to be 
manufactured into cloth worth three 
times the value of the raw material, 
which has to be distributed to the con- 
sumers of the world including the peo- 
ple who produced the cotton in the south. 

The figures which we have quoted 
show that the cotton manufacturing in- 
dustry is shifting its base southward in 
obedience to economic lawsmwhich can- 
not be defied. The fact that this sec- 
tion now manufactures more than 12 
per cent of its cotton crop, a gain of at 
least 10 per cent since the war, makes 
it safe to predict that the south will in 
the near future monopolize this indus- 
try. 

When we manufacture our raw mate- 
rial and sell it in home and foreign 
markets our people will be on the road 
to wealth. Then, they will live at 
home, and their money will stay at 
home. This is the only way to prosper. 
If we remained an agricultural people, 
good prices for our crops would never 
enrich us so long as we purchased our 
food supplies, household goods, cloth- 
ing, implements and hundreds of other 
articles in the distant markets of the 
north and west. 

Here is a phrase that should be stamp- 
ed upon the minds of the rising genera- 
tion—“The factory is the thing?’ 

Take care of the forge, the furnace and 
factory and they will in turn take care of 
every other interest! 


With Both Feet on the Platform. 

Governor Turney, when asked to make 
a statement on the silver question, made 
this reply: 

My statement is the national platform. 
I have not changed from it one inch, nor a 
half aninch, nor a quarter of an inch, nor 
even a hair’s breadth. I have not departed 
from it at all. F have said this to whoever 
put the question to me. The platform 
adopted by the last national democratic 
convention is my political religion. I think, 
however, that this is not the most impor- 
tant thing in a candidacy for a governor 


of Tennessee. 
This covers the whole ground. Gov- 


ernor Turney stands on the platform 
and is, therefore, in favor of the remone- 
tization of silver. We have heard it 
sail that some big men in the party 
are in favor of the “limited coinage” of 
silver. But they do not stand on the 
platform and they are not democrats. 

John Sherman was at one time in 
favor of the limited coinage of silver, 
and that scheme is the essence of gold- 
buggery.

Our lawmakers should 
enact a banking law based on coin instead

Our lawmakers should be able to formulate 
a law based on gold and silver which would 
give us a currency which would answer our 
wants. The govermert could put a re- 
deeming agency in every state to meet the 
demands, coining all the gold and silver 
and using the coin certificates. 

We need more nioney, and as the govern- 
ment reserves the right to make the money, 
the government should place the money 
where the people could get it. Banks should 
pay only a small interest and’ no tax. 
Bankers could then place the money in 
such quantities as to make the tax less 
on all farmers, artisans and manu- 
facturers. The issue of the 
ment on the gold and silver basis should 
pass over all the world and this currency 
would meet and satisfy the demands of the 
time, for the majority of people do not 
care to be burdened with gold or silver as 
a currency. The piles of gold in the gov- 
ernment vaults are doing the people no 
good, and yet the people place it there. The 
bonds which formed the basis of the na- 
tional banks have been redeemed, and now 
gold and silver should take their place.

Mr. Justice White sits upon the bench. 
He will always taint it. Never before in 
the long and honorable history of the su- 
preme court has such a scandal cast its 
shadow on it.

The Moving or Silding Mountains. 
From The St. Leuis Republic. 

This geographical curiosity is no @niniature 
the “‘Moving mountain of Columbia river.” 
This geographical! curiosity is no minature 
“landslide” of a tew insignificant acres, but 
a veritable mountain of tirst-class dimen? 
sions. Its height is about ‘1,000 feet; it has 
eight miles of river frontage and three 
very prominent peaks. That it is slewly 
but surely moving into the great Salmon 
river is a thought that would probably nev- 
er suggest itself to the ¢asual observer, but 
accurate. measurements taken by* civil en- 
gineers of high repute have established the 
fact that such is the case beyond a reason- 
able doubt, and that in the course of time 
it will dam the river so us to form a lake 
extending from the Cascades to the Dalles. 

In its forward movement the mountain 
has carried the forests’ which formerly 
fringed the base of the ridge far out into 
-he river, and it is a curious sighf to see 
the giant trees standing bolt upright in the 
water, in some instances with their trunks 
entirely submerged. ‘the railroad bed 
which skires the mountain at this point has 
Leen forced out of line nearly twenty feet 
in the last eight years. Ir Indian traditions 
and legends are to be taken into account, 
the “sliding mountain”’ is not moving nearly 
as fast now as it was years ago—in times 
previous to the white man’s advent in those 
regions. 
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Coming to Bimetallism. 

Says The St. Louis Republic: “‘Europe is 
‘uneasy about silver. The debt-ridden and 
tax-bled nations of the continent are won- 
dering whether they can stand a greater 
appreciation of gold. England has for 
many years congratulated herself on the 
gain she has reaped as a creditor from the 
gold standard, but since her trade with 
India has become demoralized and her ex- 
changes with all Bilver-using countries 
Shaky, her exporters are asking questions 
of the bankers, who have taught the states- 
men all the finance of the past hundred 
years. One of The Republic’s financial] cor- 


' respondents, who has always been conserv- 


ative in making predictions, writes that a 
European war, forced by the intolerable 
trade depression of the gold standard, is al- 
most certain to come very soon. The dis- 
contents of all classes are pressing the gov- 
ernments into war, because the expedients 
of peaceful finance have all been exhausted. 
The war will end, he believes, in a general 
reconstruction of the money standard on a 
‘bimetallic basis. War or not, the Euro- 
peans are realizing, as they have not before 
since the short-sighted action of Germany 
in 1871, that the business of the world can- 
not get along without silver. The alterna- 
tive before the European nations is silver 
legal tender with free cojnage, or an enor- 
mous issue of paper currency. The latter 
might be a temporary relief, but it would 
be soon felt as a terrible strain on credit, 
and at the first convulsion the impossibility 
of gold redemption would precipitate pane 
ics of unparalleled magnitude. In reality 
there is no alternative. Europe is not rich 
enough to retain monometallism much lon- 
ger without revolution and repudiation. 
We have followed the blunder of Europe, 
and the bimetallist has not been admitted 
into the councils of the nation. But today 
the bimetallist has the satisfaction of see- 
ing that the intellect of the whole world 
is with him.

The Piedmont Stockholders. 


The Stockholders of the Piedmont Expo- 
sition Company held an important meeting 
yesterday afternoon, President Kingsbery 
in the chair. — 


The meeting was for the purpose of rati- 
fying the lease of the Cotton States and 
International Exposition Company, and this 
was done by a unanimous vote. 


The contract, which was read by Mr. 
Spalding, was as follows: 

The Terms of the Lease. 

STATE OF GEORGIA, COUNTY OF FUL- 
TON.—This indenture or lease made and en- 
tered into this—— day of——, 1894, by and he- 
tween the Piedmont Exposition Company, 
a corporation of said county, and herein- 
after styled first party, and the Cotton 
States and International Exposition Com- 
pany. a corporation of said county, herein- 
after styled second party, witnesseth: 

1. Said first party does hereby lease, de- 
mise and let to the said second party all 
its lands, being known as the Piedmont ex- 
position grounds, and being in land lots 
106, 54 and 55 of the 17th district of said 
county and containing in all about 19 
acres, save and except the clubhouse and 
grounds in land lots 6&4 and 655, containing 
about four (4) acres, said clubhouse an 
four acres designated and shown upon a 
plat of the same, in the possession of the 
first party, made by H. B. Baylor on July 
6, 1893, which for the purpose of specifica- 
ition is referred to as part hereof. 

Said lease shall continue for the full 
period of two (2) years from March 1, 1894, 
and is made to the said second party to be 
used for exposition purposes in holding its 
exposition. 

2. Said second party shall have the right 
to sublet to the city of Atlanta for a pe- 
riod not exceeding the time of this lease

THE RAILWAY CONTROVERSY. 


A Review of the Southern Situation by 
an Outsider. 


From The New York Evening Post. 

There is some danger of the breaking up 
of the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association, the name under which the 
railways south of the Ohio river and east 
ot the Mississippi have associated them- 
selves for the determination of questions 
affecting rates and revenues. President M. 
H. Smith, of the Louisville and Nashville 
road, has written a letter withdrawing 
peremptorily from the association. His rea- 
sons therefor are given in detail. The sta- 
tistics presented by Mr. Smith show a 
marked falling off ‘n the percentage of 
the traffic carried by his road to and from 
competitive points, From Birmingham, 
Ala., for example, one of the Louisville 
and Nashville strongholds, Mr. Smith’s pro- 
portion of pig and manufactured iron de- 
creased from 53 per cent in 1892 to 40 per 
cent in 1893. His traffic in corn, oats and 
wheat has shown rapid declines, the diver- 
sion being largely to the Louisville South- 
ern railroad. The same story is toid of 
‘the merchandise traffic from the east to 
Nashville and Memphis. 

The Louisville and Nashville’s withdrawal 
is based upon the belief that this loss in 
traffic and earnings to that company has 
been brought about by rebates and conces- 
sions of every description made illegally 
and by violation of the association agree- 
ments by its competitors, particularly the 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas rail- 
way. Mr. Smith instances as an example 
the traffic in cotton, which he says is in 
a deplorable condition, Fictitious expense 
bills are drawn up ‘by which certain ship- 
pers are favored. Excessive prices are paid 
by the railroads to compresses which are 
owned by the same shippers. This has gone 
on until it is well Known that the cotton 
business of the south is at present in the 
hands of a limited number of men who are 
getting rich at the expense of the carriers. 
It is also alleged that the melon and or- 
ange shipments have been bought by pay- 
ments outright. As Mr. Smith proposes to 
conduct the business of his company in an 
open manner and without favoring one 
shipper as against another, he decides to 
leave the association and accept the con- 


' gequences of a rate war to save his traf- 


fic. 
To this letter Mr. 8S. M. Felton, of the 


' Cincinnati and New Orleans company, has 


written a reply whose substance may be 
given in a few words. In this answer it 
is stated that the percentage of loss of 
traffic on the Louisville and Nashville is not 
so great as Mr. Smith claims, and that a 
good part of it is to be accounted for on 
the simple ground of a shifting of commer- 
cial conditions. Mr. Felton claims that his 
company is giving better service than it 
used to, and on that account is attracting 
some new traffic. He has also adopted the 
policy of paying the drayage on goods 
received from establishments to which the 
Louisville and Nashville has trackage con- 
nection. He states that the losses in traffic 
to the Louisville and Nashville are to be 
accounted for by the fact that the citizens 
of that city own the Louisville Southern 


ter company as a means of financial pre- 
servation. 
The weakness of the Louisville and Nash- 


' ville position consists in the fact that the 


company withdraws so suddenly from the 
southern association, without first laying 
its formal complaint before the executive 
committee, as by the articles of agreement, 
it was bound to do. If rate wars are to be 
prevented there must be at least a semb- 
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lance of submission to some sort of arbitra- 
tion. If our American railways are to ar- 
range tariffs independently of each other it 
will not be long berore we shall have addi- 
tional confessions of bankruptcy. Bond and 
stockholders are the real owners of our 
railways, and it would be well if the se- 
curity holders of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville should let President Smith learn from 
them that he has made a mistake in not 
using the machinery of the association as 
expressly provided in his agreement. 

Leaving this error of judgment aside, 
ho-vever, there s«'ms nc reasonable doubt 
that the Louisville and Nashville has suf- 
fered from rate-cutting, that curse with 
which our American system is so sadly af- 
flicted. In so far as this is true, President 
Smith would have been sustained by pub- 
lic opinion in his demand for justice, had 
this demand been made first of all at the 
hands of the associated railways as a whole. 
It 1s also probably true that the Louisville 
and Nashville is losing a part of its busi- 
ness from causes which no stoppage of rate- 
cutting would cure. The growth and devel- 
opment of rival lines and shiftings in the 
channels of trade often interefere seriously 
with the traffic of an older road. it is not 
surprising that such a company should con- 
sider itself entitled to the tonnage which it 
has so long carried, but if commercial 
forces are against it, then something of its 
business and revenues it may expect’ to 
lose. We see the same situation with 
changed circumstances in other parts of 
our country, such, for example, as will be 
seen in the anthracite carrying trade when 
the Susquehanna and Western system is 
completed. The older anthracite carriers 
must yield a portion of their percentage to 
the Susquehanna and Western and Ontario 
and Western railways. The situation in the 
Southern asscciation has caused much anx- 
iety among the officers of the roads con- 
cerned. The matter will come up again 
at the meeting in this city on the 13th in- 
stant, the outcome of which will be watched 
with interest. 

This controversy within the Southern as- 
sociation acquires public importance from 
the fact that it occurs at an unfortunate 
time. At the best, in these months of de- 
pression, our railroads are hard pressed, 
even granting that they receive full tariff 
prices for the diminished volume of busi- 
ness which they are carrying. It is yet a 
matter of dispute whether the enforced re- 
duction of expenses is entirely legitimate or 
not. If to these considerations must be 
adaed the disruption of our railway associa- 
tions at the very time when it is most nec- 
essary that their agreements should be kept, 
the more hopeful feeling of last week will 
be checked. Within the last few days there 
has been sent to us a pamphlet by Dr. von 
der Leyen, an important cabinet officer in 
the German department of public works, in 
which an examination is made into the 
finances of the railways of the United 
States. The conclusion of the author, who 
is a financial authority in Germany, is that 
our railway system as a whole is unsound, 
and that no foreigner ought to invest his 
money in our railway securities. It is easy 
to say that this charge is too sweeping; 
that we have good roads and bad roads, 
and that the foreign capitalist ought to 
discriminate between them, yet the lack of 
protection against uncommercial and un- 
necessary rate-cutting is one of the reasons 
given by Dr. von der Leyen for his warn- 
ing. If the Louisville and Nashville with- 
drawal should result in heavy losses to all 
southern railways we can imagine the Ger- 
man financier pointing to the case as an 
illustration of the soundness of his views. 
The whole matter shows the danger to 
which our railway system is exposed be- 
cause of federal and state interference, and 
because railway managers have found 


themselves unable to cope with the difficul-,

annual crop. On Friday last the excess in 
sight of this crop over the last was about 
750,000, and yet on the same day the loss 
as compared with March 9, 1890, was 146,000 
less, the crop of which year was 7,311,000, 
and yet Liverpool had a reiteration of ths 
amount of a 7,700,000 minimum crop by one 
whose judgment the foreign spinner con- 
siders as infallible, so far as crop guessing 
is concerned.

Scottsboro, Ala., March 14.—(Special.)—Not- 
withstanding the fact that the defense in 
the ease of the Skelton boys made much 
of the necessity of having Annie Skelton 
appear as @& witness when the case came 
up for final hearing, it is not believed by 
any one in this section that she will ever 
be seen In the courtroom, much less on the 


witness stand. 
Various reasons ere assigned for this 
belief. As stated in yesterday's dispatches, 


the attorneys for the pros2cution do not 
hesitate to express it as their opinion that 
it is the intention of the defense to insti- 
tute a plea of insanity for the purpose of 
incapacitating the girl as a witness. To 
every one it seems to be a reckless thing 
jer the defense to place her on the stand. 
While she could doubtless materially assist 
her brother, the prosecution would never 
allow. it, and upon the technicality of her 
relationship and other small technicalities 
could break down all testimony from her 
caiculated to benefit the defense while 
building up evidence calculated to assist 
the prosecution. For these reasons, it is 
not believed that the defense is so anxious 
to have her nppear as a witness as might 
be supposed ffom the anxiety displayed in 
the affidavit asking for continuance of the 
case until September. 
weees aise and Pleasure. 

But, supposing this to really be their 
intention, there are many who believe that 
Annie Skelton herself will defeat all plans 
made or laid to keep her in Scvuttsboro. 
Not by suicide, for that is not Annie Skel- 
ton’s nature. She loves life, loves the 
world and loves pleasure. She is going 
to cling to the former, get out again into 
the world and secure the latter. In other 
words, Annie Skelton will not stay in Scotts- 
boro. No one who is at all acquainted with 
her bistory believes it. She will get away 
by persuasion, if possible, and, if not that 
way, she will run off. At present she is 
really ill. While confined to the house in 
such manner, detention will not be so weari- 
some to her. But when health returns, and 
vitality and enthusiasm, and when love 
of life comes back with renewed force, it 
is a question whether she can stand the 
strain of enforced idleness and monotonous 
existence which must follow, if, indeed, 
she does not altogether revolt at the atti- 
tude of society towards her, for, to a cer- 
tain extent, at least, she is bound to be 
ostracised by society and avoided by her 
old friends.

Really a Sick Woman. 

As to her present condition, the following, 
the full text of the affidavit filed by her 
physician, which follows, shows that she 
is realiy ill, a thing that but few have be- 
lieved: 

“State of Alabama, Jackson County.—This 
affiant is a practicing physician at Scotts- 
boro, He was called to see Annie Skeltom 
on her arrival in Scottsboro, February 27, 
184. She was suffering with nervous proe- 
tration. She has been confined to her bed 
ever since. In affiant’s opinion, it will be 
utterly impossible for her to attend court 
&s a witness for the next twenty days. 
Any excitement in her present nervous con- 
dition might prove fatal or result in the 
permanent loss of her mind. As her ph ysi- 
Clan, effiant has forbidden any mention of 
her brothers’ trouble in her and 
Tequested the sheriff to issue no subpoena 
Upon her as a witness in this case.

Advance Proo’s of His Paper Sent on 
Ahead to Havean Effect onthe Views 
of Those in At‘endance. 


Birmingham, Ala., Marcn 14.—(Special.)-- 
A caucus of leading alliancemen, who are 
said to be working in behalf of a reorzgani- 
zation of the alliance without respect: to 
affiliation with any political party, ‘s book- 
ed for Birmingham tomorrow. As the 
movement is very quiet, and there is little 
or no talx about it, it is not known 
what scope it will take, as there are not 
enough of the conferees in tonight to make 
any forecast.

Then the plan of resistance is. outlined, 
and the proposition ¢<b make a systematic 
reduction of the acreage of the cotton 
planted, which ‘will raise the price of cot- 
ton, despite of Wall street, Cleveland and 
the corporations, which have, by united 


Yeffort, drowned the voices of the people’s 


representatives in congress. If the cotton 
planter of the south will reduce the acre- 
age this year by 15 or 20 per cent less than 
it was last year, he can open the way to 
secure these results.’’

“RAILROAD NEWS. 


The Mesting of Atlanta and West Point 
Directors Soon. 


NO CHANGE OF MANAGEMENT, PERHAPS 


Other Railroad News dnd Gossip Caught 
Hereand There in Local Offices. 
The Rate W ar. 


It is stated now on good authority that 
the prcposed change of maragement of the 
Atlanta and West Point reilroad has been 
given up by those who were reported to be 
behind it, 

There is much interest in the approaching 
meeting of the directors of the company to 
pe held in Montgomery. 

The meeting will take place on the 2ist 
instant, and will be the first meeting of the 
directors held for a long time, it being the 
same meeting that has been postponed time 
and time again. 

Quite a good deal was said and written 
the first of the year about the probable re- 
moval of Captain E. L. Tyler as general 
manager and Colonel Charley Phinizy as 
president of the company, lt was very well 
understood that the Central through Mr. 
Comer, co-Beceiver, had planned to make 
the changes mentioned, and that the twu 
offices were to be consolidated, and Major 
Shellman, at present traffic manager of the 
Central, put in charge. 

This plan was to take effect at the regu- 
lar annual meeting of thedir ectors, the 5th 
of last January, according to the rumor, 
when the directors would approve the Cen- 
tral’s plan, the Central having a sufficient 
number of votes to adopt the plan in the 
meeting when it came to a vote. 

The meeting was held in Montgomery, but 
all of a sudden advices were received from 
certain authorities ot the Louisville and 
Nashville who were with Mr. Comer in the 
scheme, asking that the action be postpon- 
ed, and the meeting adjourned without tak- 
ing such a step. 

Since that time the meeting has been re- 
peatedly postponed and this has given ori- 
gin to the general belief that the contem- 
piated change of management has been 
tnought better of by Mr. Comer and those 
w.tn nim in tne movement, ana that it will 
not be made. 

It was given out upon good authority yes- 
terday that no mention of the change will 
be made at the approaching meetnig of the 
directors in Montgomery. All rumors 
about the change have hushed ‘themselves, 
and it is not believed now that anytning 
will ever come of the wild reports that were 
so current the first of the year. 

Mr. Comer gave as his reason for desir 
ing the change-that the Atlanta and West 
Point has not been giving the Central 
enough traffic, and that it has been turning 
over to the Hast Tennessee more than it 
reaily ought to have had. The recent fight 
of the Louisville and Nashville on the Nast 
Tennessee may have some effect to renew 
this sort of feeling, and since the Louisville 
and Nashville is with the Central in the 
control ef Atlanta and West Point shares 
the same old fight may come up again. 

Mr. Comer was asked about the matter 
the other day, before going to New York to 
attend the meeting of the executive commit- 
tee of the Southern Railway and tSeamship 
Association, but would not talk. He fwould 
neither affirm the rumor that the change 
will be dropped, nor would he deny it. 

The excelient showing made by the offi- 
cialis of the road to the directors at the last 
meeting will have much to do with destroy- 
ing the plans to change the management.

The passenger rate war out in Memphis 
is still on and the roads are selling tickets 
eastward cheaper than they ever did before. 


i The destruction of the Memphis Passenger 


Association has played havoc with rate 
agreements from that city. and the roads 
are fighting to the very death. 

The cuts that are made by ‘one road are 
promptly met by all the other lines, and 
the Memphis and Charleston, which began 
the war, is not outdoing the Kansas City, 
Memphis and Birmingham, nor the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio. 

Up to date the rate war has not been felt 
in Atlanta, and will probably not reach 
this city. The Georgia Pacific, which is the 
connecting line east out of Memphis for the 
Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham, 
stands fast to its rates and despite the 
cuts of the latter. suffers nothing in loss 
of full fares to Washington and the east. 
The Kansas City, Memphis and Rirming- 
ham having to lose the differenece between 
cut rates a full rates, and not the Geor- 
gia Pacific. 

The passenger rates of this section of 
the south are fully protected by the South- 
ern Passenger Association, for it must not 
be thought that the ruptures in the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association 
and the consequent war in freight rates can 
have anything to do with this association 
or its agreements, the two being entirely 
different organizations, .

IT WILL SOON BE A MEMORY. 


The Artesian Well Tower Is Taking Its 
Last View of the City. 

The days of the artesian well tower are 
numbered, and its picturesque figure, stand- 
ing at the intersection of Peachtree and. 
Marietta streets, will soon be only a dim 


| recollection. 


For more than a decade the old frame has 
stood its post like the sentineb of Hercula- 
neum. In drawing towards the end of its 
long career it deserves more than an idle 
mention—more than a commonplace obitu- 
ary. A pathetic story might be written on 
“The Passing of the Artesian Well.” 

Strolling in front of the old pile yesterday 
afternoon, as the sun was going down over 
the Healy building and printed the long, 
grim outline of the tower upon the ground, 
a number of reflections were suggested. It 
presented a wan appearance and seemed to 
resemble a skeleton who had lost his armor. 


| There was an appealing look about the old 
| frame that moved the observer as he passed 


by, a mute entreaty not to lay an 4rrev- 
erent hand upon it after it had served the 
community so long and well. 

No spot of ground in Atlanta has written 
history more rapidly during the last ten 
years than the piece of ground occupied by 
the artesian well. 

Every campaign which has taken place 
during that interval has been tributary to 
the old tower; the place is savory with the 
recollection of Osborne, Joe James, Lon 
Livingston and all of the heroes of labor 
and democracy, who have made the region 
quake with their oratory. 

Scenes of every kind have been enacted 
in the neighborhood—meetings of the labor 
men, meetings of the black republicans, 
meetings of the unterrified democracy and 
meetings of other kind. It has been a fa- 
vorite lounging place for Micawber ‘‘waiting 
for something to turn up,” a muster ground 
for the unemployed, and a popular meet- 
ing place for men of every inciination. 

But the last chapter in the old well’s life 
has been written. In a few days the work- 
men will gather about it. for the purpose 
of taking it down, and the last hope of ar- 
tesian water in this section will be only a 
dream.

Eyewitnesses to the Murder Say It 
Wax Cold-Blooded. 
LaFayette, Ala., March 14.—(Special.)— 


‘The case of the state against R. Y. Foster, 


for killing H. Clay Hudson, near West 
Point, Ga., January Ilith, which caused in- 
tense excitement throughout west Georgia 
and east Alabama, was called-for trial in 
the circuit court of Cnambers county in this 
place at 8 o’clock this morning. 

The jury is composea of the following rep- 
resentative citizens: W. G. Pearce, John T. 
Higgins, M. R. Hinkle, W. B. Gilbert, W.

A BILL RECOMMENDED 


To Prevent laterference in the Collec- 
tion of Taxes. 
Washington,, March 14.—Mr. D’Armond, 
from the judiciary committee, reported to 
the house today with the recommendation 
that it pass, a bill to prevent interference 
in the collection of state, county and munic- 
ipal taxes assessed against corporations. 
The measure, the report says, is designed 
to put corporations in the hands of receiv- 
ers appointed by judges and courts of the 
United States, in the same condition with 
respect to the collection of tnese taxes as 
if no receiver existed. It often happens 
that corporations by order of United States 
courts, pass into the hands of receivers and 
remain there for a number of years, during 
which time taxes assessed against them and 
their property are paid or not paid, ac- 
coraing to their judgment and discretion,and 
sometimes the caprice of the federal court. 
by this practice corperations in the hands 
of receivers are enabled to defer the pay- 
ment of taxes almost indefinitely, to the 
great inconvenience and prejudice of the 

states. 

The committee is of the opinion that cor- 
porations in the hands of receivers should 
not enjoy any greater immunity with re- 
Spect to payment of taxes than that which 
is possessed by corporations carrying on 
their business outside of courts and without 
receivers.

Suicide, Present-~Both Were 
Fined.

and frequent glances were exchanged be- 
tween them. 

Hammond gave his version of the story, 
and from whatever standpoint it 
is viewed it was more damag- 
ing to him than any previ- 
ous statement that he has made. His refer- 
ences to things ‘Mrs. Crafton had told him 
were not relevant as testimony, but in the 
view of the spectator it left the impression 
that he was too confidential with her. Not 
a line of testimony was introduced to show 
that their relations had been more serious, 
however. 

The courtroom presented a spectacle more 
nearly resembling a social gathering than 
anything else when the cases were called. 
A half circle of chairs were placed in front 
of the recorder’s stand and a half dozen of 
these were filled by well-dressed ladies. 
The others were occupied by the witnesses 
and the two defendants. 

Dr. Crafton, clearly verv weak, came in 
with his attorney, Mr. Mord Foote. Ham- 
mond was represented by Messrs. Alston & 
Winn, two young attorneys. 

Two ladies testified as to the difficulty 
Sunday afternoon. They said that he was 
excited to a, high pitch and threw off his 
coat and cuffs in the most angry manner. 
He also used profane language to Mr. 
Hammond and a lively scene was precgpi- 
tated. Mr. Fannin, a gentleman boarding 
at the place where Sunday’s fight occurred, 
said that he was taking a bath during the 
fight, which started in the room in which 
Dr. Crafton found his wife and Mr. Ham- 
mond, and ended in the hall. He’said he 
started to rush out in his bathroom attire 
and stop the encounter. but thought better 
of it and loudly invited them to the bath- 
room where he was. 

Dr. Crafton’s story occupied several min- 
utes in the telling and was frequently in- 
terrupted by spells of exhaustion. The doc- 
tor began at the beginning and rehearsed 
all the facts of Mr. Hammond's connection 
with the troubles of himself and wife. He 
met Hammond January Ist last at a board- 
ing house on South Pryor street, where 
both were boarding. 

He considered that Hammond was too 
attentive to Mrs. Crafton, from the 
fact that he was almost -‘constant- 
ly giving her copies of the latest music ana 
that he frequently presented- her with 
complimentary theater tickets. 

“He brought her music nearly every day— 
almost every meal.”” he said. 

He then related Sunday’s unfortunate oc- 
currences. He said that last week his wife 
had told him that she was going home to 
her father at Horton, Kan., because of a 
disagreement she and he (Dr. Crafton) had 
had. Thé@ interview between the two was 
not specially pleasant, but on Sunday he 
wrote her a note, apologizing for what he 
had done. 

Sunday afternoon he went to their board- 
ing house and hid himself in a closet. 
From his hiding place he saw his wife 
wave a signal with her handkerchief to 
SO one in the direction of the Equitable. 
Presently she went to the boarding house 
across the street and there she was met 
by Mr. Hammond. In a few minutes he 
burst in upon them and the fight occurred. 

Mr. Hammond began his statement by 
explaining about the theater tickets. He 
said that he had never given her any di- 
rectly, but presented them to her husband. 
About the music he said that his account 
at the store where he is employed would 
show that he had not given anything like 
the amount charged. 

He said that Dr. Crafton cruelly abused 
his wife and that their life together was 
most unhappy. Here he was only able to 
give what had been told him and this testi- 
mony was not allowed. He said that 
throughout he had acted as Mrs. Crafton’s 
protector at her request. She feared vio- 
lence at her husband’s hands, and to escape 
him, he carried her to Bolton, where she 
was taken to take the train for her father’s 
home. 

Recorder Calhoun summed the case up 
iu an outspoken style. 

“TI look at it this way,” said he: ‘‘No man 
has the right to meet another man’s wife 
clantestinely so long as the wife is living 
in lawful wedlock with her husband. Mr. 
Hammond its resnonsible for all this trouble. 
He met Mrs. Crafton and when her hus- 
band appeared he showed fizht. is only 
recourse then was torun. Dr. Crafton had 
a right to fight under the cir- 
cumstances, but he _ overstepped the 
law in swearing in the presence 
of ladies. [I am very sorry that I 
have to finé him for that. 3 give him $10 
ae cost and Mr Hammond I fine $50 and 
cost. 

After the police court trial Dr. Crafton 
and Mr. Hammond were carried before a 
justice of the peace on the warrants that 
had been sworn out against them. Only 
Dr. Crafton’s case was disposed of, the 
warrant being dismissed. Mr. Hammond's 
case will come up today. He remained at 
police headquarters during the night.
